Right  Hon.  Minister  Cliurcliill 
Declares  Britain's  Naval 
Programme  Adequate'  to 
Meet  Foreign  ComDetition 


IvON^DON,  July  24. — R^plyi 
deputation  from  the  Maritime  League 
yesterday,  Hon.  J.  D.  Hazen,  Dominion 
minister  of  naval  affairs,  declared  that 
the  question  of  protedlon  of  trade 
routes  In  time  of  war  by  the  conver- 
sion of  merchant  ships  Into  cri^lsera 
had  not  been  overlooked  by  the  Cana- 
dian grovernment,  and  he  was  sure  he 
revealed  no  confidence  by  saying-  this 
Important  subject  had  been  discussed 
with  the  Admiralty.  Speaking  of  his 
mission,  be  said: 

"I  think  there  Is  a  strong:  feeling 
among  the  people  and  electorate  of 
Canada  In  favor  of  Canada  doing 
something  that  may  be  regarded  as 
fairly  substantial  toward  the  defence 
of  the  empire.  We  realize  tha/t  we  owe 
a  great  deal  to  the  protection  of  the 
British  navy,  to  which  we  realize  our 
existence  as  a  Dominion,  in  a  very 
large  measure,  depends.  At  the  pre- 
sent time  it  would  be  premature  and 
Improper  for  me  to  say  What  the  re- 
sult of  our  visit  here  has  been  or  may 
lead  to;  no  declaration  on  this  sub- 
ject will  be  made  until  our  return  to 
Canada  to  discuss  these  matters  witb 
our  colleagues  and  lay  before  them  the 
result  of  our  Interviews  with  the  Ad- 
miralty." 

Referring  to  &  permanent  naval,  pol- 
icy, Hon.  Mr.  Hazen  said  if  the  Dom- 
inion participated  she  must  be  ade- 
quately tepresented  In  the  councils.  The 
feeling  in  Canada  is  that  there  can  6'. 
no  paVtnershlp  without  a  voice  in  man- 
agement of  affairs." 

Sir  William   Mackenzie,   who  left  for 
Canada  yesterday,  declared  strongly  In 
favor  of  three  dreadnoughts  from  Can- 
ada for  use  in  the  North  Sea. 
Britain'*   Fropoaala 

On  the  debate  on  the  naval  estimates 
in  the  house  of  commons  today,  Hon, 
Winston  Churchill,  replying  to  the 
criticism  that  he  had  made  Inadequate 
jirovisions  to  meet  the  menace  he  has 
described,  said: 

"We  are  spending  £45.000,000  this 
year,  and  we  are  going  to  spend  more 
next  year.  We  are  raising  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  navy  to  141, 150  by  1913 
and  to  146,000  in  1914. 

"As  regards  construction,  Germany 
this  year  Is  laying:  down  two  new  bat- 
tleships, and  we  four.  Next  year  Ger- 
many is  laying  down  one  extra,  and 
we  two.  This  year  Germany  is  laying 
down  two  small  cruisers;  we  are  lay- 
ing down  eight. 

•'Germany  in  the  course  of  the  naxt 
18  months  is  laying  down  21  destroy- 
ers; we  are  laying  down  43.  There  ia 
no  cause  for  panic  or  alarm." 

Unionist  papers  generally  view  the 
government's  naval  plane  as  most  disap- 
pointing, many  of  them  considering  that 
the  margin  of  superiority  in  naval 
strength  over  the  other  nations  is  fur 
too  narrow. 

AppalUnff  Vi^Att9n 

The  Times  RTid  the  Dally  Mail  re- 
gret that  the  question  of  new  con- 
struction of  battleships  has  not  been 
considered  in  the  appropriation,  while 
the  Dally  Mail  at  the  same  time  regrets 
the  appalling  situation  with  which 
Ore«t  BrMaln  Is  at  present  confrontfd. 
This  situation  is  due  to  the  formation 
ot  friendships  which  really  Imply  ati- 
tagontam  to  Germany,  says   the  paper. 

Speaking  in  the  house  of  lords  yes- 
terday, the  Earl  of  Selborne,  first  lord 
of  the  admiralty  from  1900  to  1905, 
commenting  on  the  speeches  of  Pre- 
mier Asqulth  and  Mr.  Churchill,  .said: 
"I  have  no  hesitation  In  saying  their 
utterances  concerning  Canada  form  a 
land  m»rk   In   the   history  of  the  world. 

I  do  not  for  one  moment  grudge  that  it 
haa  fallen  to  the  lot  of  our  political 
opponents  to  be  In  office  when  the  tlmo 
carae  to  say  these  words,  because  they 
are  aentlments  we  share  to  the  full. 
There  la  nothing  at  which  we  would 
more  rejoice  than  that  (the  whole  ques- 
tion of  imperial  unity  be  removed  from 
party  politics,  as  we  hope  the  question 
of  the  navy  may  be."

MONTREAL,  July  24.— A  grim  chase 
of  one  Ital^a?^  by  another  across  the 
continent,  -Che  conclusion  of  which  was 
a  fatal  shooting  affray  Monday  night, 
was  outlined  In  the  evidence  taken  this 
morning  at  the  inquest  into  the  death  of 
Salvatore    Macaruao. 

Witnesses  stated  that  a  man  supposed 
to  be  Carlo  Baptlste,  followed  Macaruso 
from  Vancouver,  from  which  city  the 
victim  arrived  about  two  weeks  ago. 
One  girl,  the  friend  of  Macaruso,  stated 
that  Baptlste  paid  their  fares  to  Van- 
couver ("St  spring.  When  they  got 
there  he  wanted  them  to  help  to  run  p 
disorderly  house.  They  declined  and 
left  Vancouver,  and  Baptlste  threatened 
vengeance.  It  was  the  girl's  belief 
that  Baptlste  had  shot  and  killed  Ma- 
caruso after  following  him  from  Van- 
couver.

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Canada  Will  Investigate  Con- 
ditions With  View  to  Im- 
proving Present  Business 
Relations  With  the  Colony 


OTTAWA.  Ont,  .Tuly  24.— Richard 
Grigg,  commissioner  of  Commerce  has 
gone  to  Newfoundland  on  Isehalf  of  the 
department  of  trade  and  commerce  for 
an  official  visit  to  the  Canadian  trade 
agency  in  St.  John's.  While  in  New- 
foundland he  will  look  into  the  commer- 
cial conditions  of  the  Island,  taking 
note  of  the  opportunities,  if  any,  for 
improved  trade  between  Newfoundland 
and  Canadian  ports.  This  visit  will  he 
close  upon  a  visit  to  Canada  of  Sir 
Kalph  Williams,  governor  of  Newfound- 
land, and  both  may  be  regarded  as 
marking  a  revival  of  interest  in  each 
other  on  the  part  of  Canada  and  the 
neighboring  colony.  Mr.  Griggs  will 
confer  with  W,  B.  Nicholson  and  the 
Canadian  trade  ae^ent  in  Newfoundland 
as  well  as  with  leading  exporters  and 
importers  of  St.   John's. 

It  does  not  appear  there  is  any  fur- 
ther significance  to  be  attached  at 
present  to  these  visits  or  that  they  In- 
dicate an  effort  to  realize  the  old  pro- 
ject of  closer  v'oHtical  relationship. 
Newfoundland  figures  In  the  proposed 
trade  a>freemcnt  between  Canada  and 
the  Blti.sh  West  Indies,  concessions 
granted  In  the  Canadian  and  West  In- 
dian markets  being  extended  to  New- 
foundland for  a  period  of  three. years 
without  any  reciprocal  advantage  being 
requirtvl   In    the  Newfoundland  markets. 

The  commissioner  of  commerce  will 
undoubtedly  obtain  some  information 
during  his  present  visit  as  to  the  dis- 
position of  New^foundland  to  become 
a  contributing  partner  In  the  proposed 
scheme  of  reciprocity  within  the  em- 
pire.

Not  many  year.s  ago 
yll  (^"anada  was  an  extensive  Phipper  of 
cattle  to  Kngland,  Today  exportations 
have  practically  dropped  to  nil.  The 
cutting  up  of  the  ranges  Into  home- 
steads has  ha<i  some  influence,  but  not 
entirely. 

Cannot    Supply    Beraelf. 

Western  Canada  is  not  only  no  longer 
exporting  cattle  but  it  is  actually  not 
ral.sing  sufficient  for  its  own  needs. 
During  the  past  couple  of  years  large 
quantities  of  beef,  pork  and  mutton 
have  been"  imported  into  the. west  and 
mutton  has  even  ibeen  brought  from  as 
far   as    New    Zealand. 

Hon.  Martin  Burrell,  minister  of  agri- 
culture .is  taking  an  active  Interest  in 
the  efforts  to  revive  the  Industr.v  and 
H.  R.  Arkell,  acting  livestock  com- 
missioner, loaves  tomorrow  for  Winni- 
peg to  take  part  in  the' conference  and 
to  lend  any  asslstahce  he  can  and  offer 
the  services  of  the  Dominion  govern- 
ment in  any  .plane  that  may  be  devised. 
The  railways  and  packing  hoifses  as 
well  as  western  live  stock  associations 
will   be   represented   at  the  conference.

There  Is  no  confirmation  of  the  re- 
port In  government  circles.  If  the  ses- 
.■donal  programme  can  be  got  ready  the 
house  will  probably  be  called  somewhat 
earlier  In  November  than  usual,  which 
will  be  tlmo  enough  for  all  practical 
purposes. 

While  the  cables  from  London  indi- 
cate pretty  clearly  that  the  prime  min- 
ister has  given  assurances  of  assist- 
ance to  the  British  admiralty,  its  exact 
form  and  the  conditions  under  which  it 
may  be  made  -necessitate  a  full  cabinet 
council. 

'Worthy  of  Conntry 

It  Is  pretty  well  understood,  how- 
ever, that  the  prime  minister  and  his 
colleagues,  since  going  to  England, 
have  been  greatly  Impressed  with  the 
seriousness  of  the  naval  situation  and 
will  be  prepared  to  act  in  a  manner 
worthy  of   the  country. 

The  assistance  to  be  rendered  will  be 
that  necessitated  by  the  recognised  urg- 
enry,  leaving  any  general  policy  to  be 
formulated  later.  Whether  thla  as- 
sistance will  be  In  the  form  of  Dread- 
noughts or  a  direct  cash  contribution  is 
somftthliJkK.  ttNM  la  not  known  here.  The 
probability  is  it  will  Tiot  be  decided  one 
way  or  the  other  until  the  ministerf)  re- 
turn at  the  end  of  August.  No  an- 
nouncement Is  expected  until  then,  Hayo 
The  Citizen.

ALBANIANS  VICTORiOUS 


Turka    Buffer       Defeat       and    Sarrender 
Important    Centre   to   Rebels. 


CONSTANTINOPLE,  July  24.— Ru- 
mors which  have  been  current  for  some 
days  that  the  Albanians  have  captured 
Prlstlna,  a  town  in  the  Vilayet  of

Cloud'burst  Fills  Shaft  and 
Miners  Are  Caught  Like 
Rats  in  a  Trap^Many  Are 
Injured 


UNTONTO'WN,  Pa.,  July  24. — Caught 
like  rats  in  a  trap  when  water  rushed 
into  the  maJ»way  of  the  Superba  No.  2 
mine  at  Evans  station,  three  miles 
north  of  here  this  afternoon  following 
ft  cloudburst,  thirteen  men  were  drowm- 
ed  and  thirty-seven  injured  after  a 
most  harrowing  experience.  The  men 
were  drown&d  about  4000  feet  from  the 
mouth  of  the  mine,  their  only  avenue 
of  escape.  AU  but  one  of  the  victims 
were  married  and  had  large  families. 

Over  thirty  children  are  deprived  of 
their  breadwinners  by  one  of  the 
worst  catastrophes  known  to  this  re- 
gion. 

The  men  who  escaped  were  forced  to 
half  Bwlm  and  half  wa/lk  to  the  pit 
mouth  through  water  ranging  in  depth 
from  their  waists  to  their  necks.  The 
majority  were  knocked  down  by  the 
timbers  sent  down  the  mine  with  great 
velocity  In  raging  current.  Several 
were  being  carried  bac4t  into  the  mine 
to  certain  death  when  rescued  by  com- 
panions. 

The  wives  and  families  of  the  miners 
and  drivers  in  the  mines,  rushed  to  a 
large  hole  made  by  the  rushing  water 
at  the  manway  and  frantically  threw 
sticfcs,  stones,  poles  atjd  whatever  other 
timbers  they  could  find  into  the  water 
to  stop  its  rushing  into  the  mines. 
Falling  in  that,  they  rushed  to  the 
mouth  of  the  mine  and  would  have  con- 
tinued their  mad  rush  in  the  water 
in  the  mine  had  they  not  been  stopped 
by  cool  headed  persons,  who  guarded 
the   entrance. 

The  water  rose  so  quickly  follow- 
ing the'  cloud'burst.  that  it  practically 
stopped  all  railway  and  street  car  lines 
in  the  city.  It  was  reported  tonight 
three  men  hod  lost  their  Uvea  In  La- 
mont  No.  2  mine  of  the  H.  C.  Friok 
Coke  company,  about  a  half  a  mil*  from 
the  Superba  mines.  About  100  men  were 
caught  there,  but  all  escaped  but  three. 
Two  of  the  victims  are  Kmll  Gardner, 
aged   35,   and   Pierce   Solomon,  about   45.

London's  Dock  Strike  Growing 
in  Bitterness  and  Serious- 
ness of  Situation  Is  Hourly 
Becoming  Worse 


PRAYERS  FOR  DEATH 

OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  PORT 


Many  Destitute  Families  Now 
Feeling  Pinch  of  Starvation 
— Authorities  Are  Unable  to 
Cope  With  Situation 


LONDON,  July  24. — ^Volleys  of  stones 
were  exchanged  and  many  men  hurt  Jn 
a  fight  between  striking  dock  workers 
and  strikebreakers  at  the  Clyde  Shipping 
company's  dock  this  morning.  The 
strikers  to  the  number  of  thousands, 
tried  to  break  down  or  scale  the  walls, 
but    the  police   clubbed   the  strikers  off. 

Ben  Tiliett,  the  labor  leader,  prayed 
publicly  at  a  mass  meeting  on  Tower 
Hill,  tpday  for  the  death  of  Lord  Devon- 
port,  the  man  wiho  the  strikers  consider 
the  bitterest  of  their  enemies  among  the 
employers. 

The  strikers  in  Tlllett's  audience  re- 
peated after  him  in  thunderous  tones: 
"Oh   God,    strike   Lord   Devonport  dead." 

James  O'Grady,  M.  P.,  who  withdrew 
yesterday  from  the  House  ot  Commons^ 
because  the  speaker  would  not  permit 
a  debate  on  the  strike,  referred  to  Lord 
Devonport  as  the  "earth's  best  criminal." 

The  "Control  of  tihe  strikers'  families 
has  become  difficult.  The  streets  are 
filled  with  hollow-eyed  women  and 
children,  some  of  whom  have  died 
wholly  from  starvation.  The  number  of 
victims  is  so  great  that  the  authorities 
an-d  private  charitable  organisatiom  are 
unable   to  cope  wltih   the  situation. 

Lord  Devonport  is  chairman  of  the 
Port  of  London.  He  waa  formerly 
H.  K.  B.  Early,  M.  P.  for  Devonport. 
and    waa   made   a   peer   in   1608.

SEATTLE,  July  24.— Dr.  Prank  M. 
Conn,  70  years  of  age,  a  well  known 
physician  of  Seattle,  was  found  dead  in 
hla  bed  today,  having  died  of  an  over- 
dose of  chloroform,  administered  by 
himself  to  ward  off  insomnia.  A  note 
found  in   the  room  said: 

"I  am  In  misery;  cannot  sleep.  I  am 
going  to  ta,ke  a  little  chloroform.  I 
have  suffered  much.  I  scarcely  know 
how  to  do  it." 

Many  entries  of  s,  ^Itutlar  tiature  were 
found  in  his  diary,  showing  that  it  Waa 
nothing  unusual  for  him  to  take  chloro- 
form  to  gain  relief  from  loss  of  sleep.

P.\RIS.  .Inly  24.— That  the  world  is 
not  yet  on  the  eve  of  the  re.isation  .jf 
the  struggle  between  Great  Britain  and 
Germany  for  naval  supremacy  Is  the 
preva-lent  opinion  in  f-Vanre  after  care- 
ful studj-  of  the  recent  speech  by  Win- 
ston Churchill.  In  the  house  of  com- 
mons The  continuation  of  rivalry  be- 
tween those  two  countries  causes  a 
note  of  regret  here,  but  there  Is  an  In- 
clination to  believe  th.nt  It  inust  go  on 
and  that  France  shnul^l  learn  a  lesson 
from  Great  Britain's  procedure  and 
herself  Increase  her  navy.

The  pniduciion  of  artificial  rubber, 
by  wiiich  it  Ks  to  be  understood  not 
merely  something  that  will  take  the 
place  of  rubber  or  looks  like  it,  but  Is 
aetuall.v  rubber,  is  a  matter  of  sucli 
very  great  Importance,  not  only  because 
of  Its  Immediate  (.rommcreial  results, 
l)ut  because  of  tlie  poa.sibillty-  it  sug- 
gests of  the  production  synthetically 
of  other  articles,  which  naturally  are 
of  vegetable  origin  only,  that  we  are 
sure  Coloni.st  readers  will  be  glad  to 
know  more  about  it  than  we  were  abie 
to  tell  in  our  last  reference  to  It.  There- 
fore we  reproduce  a  portion  of  an  arti- 
cle that  appeared  In  the  last  Issue  of 
The    Scientific   American: 

The  announcement     of   the     synthesis 
of    India  rubber  comes    from    the   mouth 
of  Prof.   W.   H.   Perkln,  son   of   the  illus- 
trious   Sir    William    Pcrkin,    founder    of 
liie    coal      tar      Industry.      Mr.      E.      11. 
Strange,   of   the  firm  of   Strange  &   Gra- 
ham,   of    London,    Kngi.and.    some      time 
ago    organized   a   group   of    Investigators 
for    collaboration    on    the      problem      of 
synthetic   rubber.      The   list    included.    In 
addition    to    Prof.    Perkin,    Sir    William 
Fvamsay,  Prof.   Fernbach,  of  the  Pasteur 
Institute    of       Pari.^.      and      Dr.      F.    E. 
Matthews.     That  a  certain  hydrocarhon, 
termed    Isoprene,     was    obtainable    from 
rubber,   and   could,    under   favorable,    but 
somewhat    Ill-defined   conditions,    be    re- 
converted   Into   ru'bhef,    had    been   known 
since   18",').     It  remained   to  find  a  cheap 
source    of   t.soprene    and    to   discover    the 
exHot   conditions    under    which    Its    poly- 
merization   to    rubber   could    be   positive- 
ly    and     rapidly     brought     about.       Both 
these   problems  have  been  solved  by   the 
group    of   chemists    organized      by      Mr. 
Strange.      Prof.    Fernbach.    as    a    reisult 
of    some    eighteen    months    of    arduous 
research,     has    finally    perfected    a    fer- 
mentation   process    by      which      starchy 
materials    (a    kind    of   skilly    made    from 
Indian   corn   or  potatoes  and   water)    are 
converted    into    fusel    oil.      The      higher 
alcohol."^    which   are   separated   frmn    bh.ls 
by    fractional    distillation    are   converted 
Into    isoprene    by    successive    treatments 
with    hydrochlorit;    acid,       chlorine      and 
soda    lime,    and    the    polymerization      Is 
brought  about,  by  contact  with    metallic 
sodium.     This  reaction  was  accldentaJly 
discovered    tiy    Dr.    Matthews,    who    left 
some   Isoprene    In   contact   with    metallic 
80<llum    In    .luly,    1910,    and    on    return- 
ing from  a  vacation  In  September  found 
that    the    Isoprene    had    turned    Into      a 
solid    mass  of   rubber. 

Aa  regards  the  cost  of  the  new  pro- 
cess, whlls  of  course  at  the  present 
stage  It  is  imp>osRlble  to  give  any  very 
reliable  figures,  the  preliminary  esti- 
mates are  most  encouraging.  We  are 
told  that  the  higher  alcohols  separated 
fromthe  fusel  oil  can  be  obtained  at  a 
coat  of  not  more  than  $160  a  ton,  and 
It  Is  expected  that  the  aynthetlc  rub- 
ber may  be  sold  at  about  flO  cants  per 
pound.  Inasmuch  as  para  rubber  is 
now  selllnc  at  II.IK  per  pound,  the 
manufacturers  of  aynthetio  rubber  evl- 
denuy  have  every  eatUM  to  take  an 
optlmlstio  T4e«  of  (heir  prospects.  -It

This  is  a  work,  however.  In  which,  it 
is  urged,  no  one,  nor  even  a  handful,  but 
every  woman  in  Victoria  should  take  a 
sympathetic  and  practical  Interest.  The 
home  Is  open  to  visitors  at  stated  times, 
and  the  genera!  public  needs  only  to  be 
familiarized  with  the  good  work  that 
it  carries  on  to  ensure  It  their  warm 
support   and   Interest.

S;!  l-;i  mills 
on  the  d:illHr  compared  wltli  twenty 
iniil.s   last   .vear. 

A  cimnge  in  computing:  the  amount 
to  be  paid  on  the  land  assessment  iias 
l)een  made!  Last  year  tlie  reduction  of 
une-sixtli  for  prompt  payment  was 
made  on  tlie  aggregate  rale.  I-'or  in- 
stance, last  year  the  total  rate  was 
fixed  at  twenty-four  mills  with  a  re- 
bate of  one-sixtli  for  prompt  payment, 
malting  the  net  rate  twenty  nilUs.  It 
appears,  however,  that  the  action  of 
last  jear's  council,  as  well  as  that  of 
previous  councils,  was  not  exactly  le- 
gal. Tlie  Municipal  Clauses  Act,  so  the

Victoria  is  again  complaining  of  a 
serious  shortage  of  water,  many  of  the 
residents  of  the  cit.\-  being  left  with- 
out a  supply  during  several  hours  of 
each  day.  The  .*imall  surplus  that  ac- 
cumulates in  the  reserv'olr  at  night  is 
quickly  exhausted  in  the  daytime,  and 
the  means  (jf  conveying  the  vvat-er  from 
KlU.  L,Tke  appears  to  bo  quite  inado- 
<iuate  to  satisfy  th*  demand.  To  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  day  liours.  It 
has  been  deemed  wise  to  curtail  the 
supiUy  from  10  p.m.  lil!  9  a.m.,  leav- 
ing more  to  pass  into  the  reservoir. 
Thus  it  is  that  during  these  hours 
many  iKeople  have  to  do  without 
water. 

Thf>  CHjiltal  city's  experience  witli 
water  works  ought  to  give  other  com- 
munities a  good  idea  of  what  Miey 
should  avoid.  A  few  years  ago  it  was 
given  the  opportunity  to  expropriate 
th«  system  of  the  Esquimau  company 
on  favorable  terms,  which  would  have 
afforded  an  ample  supply  of  water  of 
excellent  quality.  But  a  majority  vot- 
ed Hgaln.st  iliti  )ii'<'i"'.si  tlon,  some, 
through  blind  prpj>idlcc  and  others 
through  aversion  tn  spending  the  r-pn- 
sonablo  amount  of  mone^•  rcuulred. 
.Now  the  whole  community  is  paying 
the  penalty  for  the  shortsightedness  of 
this   ma.lority. 

The  lesson  for  others  should  he 
plain.  f)ne  of  the  most  foolish 
things  any  city  can  do  is  to  trifle  with 
its  water  supply  or  neglect  any  oppor- 
tunity to  keep  It  up  to  the  level  of  re- 
quirements at  reasonable  cost.  The 
experience  of  Victoria  is  a  most  con- 
clusive answer  to  those  W'ho  object  to 
the  small  outlay  proposed  for  the  ex- 
tension   of    the    system     In     this    city.

HANGS  HiSEil  TO 


Alexander  Swanson,  Laborer, 
Takes  His  Life  at  Johnson 
Street  Hotel — No  Apparent 
Reason  for  His  Act 


Apparently  In  the  best  of  spirits  when 
he  was  la.8t  seen  by  his  friends  shortly 
after  six  o'clock  ilils  evening,  the  dead 
body  of  Alexander  Swanson,  a  laborer, 
was  found  at  10  o'clock  lianging  by  the 
neck  to  one  of,  the  bedposts  In  his  room 
at  the  Grand  Central  hotel,  Johnson 
street.  The  body,  fully  dressed,  was 
cold  and  rigid,  and  death  had  probably 
occurred  about  ihrt-'e  hours  proviously. 
Indicating  that  Swanson  had  committed 
suicide  almost  Immwdiately  after  leaving 
his  companions. 

A  piece  of  stout  e'.othe3-llne  was  tied 
to  tilt)  top  of  the  bedpost  about  six  feet 
from  the  floor,  and  Swanson,  after  care- 
fully wrapping  a  towel  aixffind  his 
throat,  proaumably  tO  prevent  the  ropo 
from  cutting  Into  his  flesh,  had  slipped 
the  noose  over  his  head  and  let  himself 
fall  from  off  the  bed.  The  body  was 
almost  erect,  but  the  feet  were  resting 
upon  the  floor,  and  the  position  of  the 
body  Indicated  that  Swanson  had  delib- 
erately  strangled   hiraselic  to  death. 

Swanson  and'  two  friends  and  room- 
mates, Erllng  Berg  and  John  Kve'rspu. 
wera  tngpth<>r  in  thr;  b.ir,  of  the  Grand 
Central  hotel  about  6  o'clock,  when 
Swanson  stated- he  thou-ght  'he  would  go 
to  his  room  and  He- down.  ■  He  appeared 
in  his  usual  frame  of  mind.  About  10 
o'clock  one  of  fll.s  room-mates  desired  to 
retire,  but  when  he  tried  the  door  of 
the  bedroom  lie  found  it  locked.  Not 
knocking,  as  he  did  not  wish  to  awaken 
Swanson,  the  other  returned  downstairs 
and  got  a  pass  key  with  which' he  se- 
cured entrance  to  the  room.  He  im- 
mediately saw  the  body  hanging  before 
hlQi.  Mr.  J.  Patterson,  the  proprietor  of 
the  hotel,  was  notified  and  the  police- 
summoned.  Constables  Smith  and  Foster 
cutting  down  the, body,  which  was  laicen 
to  the  rooms  of  the  Victoria  Undertak- 
ing company.  An  inquest  will  be  held 
tills  afternoon. 

Swanson,  who  was  about  30  j'oars  of 
age,  had  been  working  for  the  past  two 
years  In  the  city  and  at  Esquimau.  Two 
days  ago  he  was  let  out  of  his  Job  on  a 
building  in  cour.se  of  erection  on  Pan- 
dora avenue,  and  it  is  believed  he  grew 
despondent  over  being  out  of  work.  His 
money  was  almost  gone,  but  J1.40  being 
found  in  his  pockets  when  the  police 
searched  his  clothing.  Two  revenue  tax 
receipts  showed  that  he  had  been  living 
in  Ksquimalt  last  year  and  a  portion  of 
this.  He  naiTiQ  joriginally  from  .St.  Paul, 
Minnesota,  where  relatives  are  now  be- 
lieved to  be  living,  but  he  had  been 
working  at  various  points  through  the 
west  for  the  past  sixteen  years,  l^apera 
showed  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Industrial  Workers  of  the  World.  If 
Swanson  had  been  worrying  over  his 
financial  condition,  he  never,  his  friends 
asserted,  gave  any  sign  of  it,  but  ap- 
pareritly   was    in   good   spirits.

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Deputy  Minister  Foster  Goes 
Over  International  Highway, 
Near  Completion  —  Assist- 
ance to  Municipalities 


Few  people  realise  tlie  magnitude 
and  tl.c  pxc»!llenci:  of  the  systcwi  of 
Koud  roads  liiautiuraled  by  the  enter- 
prising' mlalsttr  of  public  works,  tion. 
Thomas  Taylor,  and  hla  energetic  dep- 
uty mlulster,  Mr.  W.  W.  Foster,  who 
iias  returned  from  a  tour  of  Inspection 
of  the  highways  in  Chllllwack,  Uewd- 
ncy  and  I't'lui  ridings.  Mr.  Foster  met 
and  (^onsuIiL'd  witli  the  superintendents 
of  road  consLruttlou  and  went  over 
many  miles  of  the  road.i. 

In  Delta  Mr,  Foster  Inspected  the 
twenty-one  mile  stretch  of  the  IntT- 
national  highway  between  New  West- 
minster aLKi  Wlain-.,  on  the  Infcrnatlon- 
al  boundary,  which  is  progreaslns  rap- 
idly. A  new  route  was  wurveyed  ttireo 
years  ago,  w'hich  runs  for  ten  miles  in 
an  absolutely  cstralght  direction.  This 
road  Is  slxty-Blx  feet  wide,  forty  of 
which  is  macadamlaeil.  Xjast  year 
135,000  :wa»  »p«iBt"  90  thin  road,  thl« 
year  |60;(>00  la  hiAag  doyotcd  to  U  and 
it  is  hoped  to  hava '  tlift  '  entlw  road 
ready  for  service  next  year.  In  the 
nieanttme,  la  order  to  i>rovlde  for  the 
daily:.i|i^niw||^  trunk  'tf^ '■»l>*t^^M' 

Lennan  road  Is  being  improved  and  is 
expected  to  answer  all  rcjiciuirementa 
until  tha  completion  of  ;t|it||^  hlsb- 
way.  Some  idea  of  the  ItifiKBrtHftfle  traf- 
fic which  l*j  passing  over  this  route 
can  be  gathered  from  tho  fact  that  an 
average  of  fifty  motor  cars  alone  use 
it  daily,  and  that  the  daily  interchange 
of  cars  in  the  customs  office  at  Blnine 
is    twenty. 

Mr.  Foster  also  inspected  the  gov- 
ernment quarries  and  stonecrushers  at 
Vedder  Mountain,  in  the  Chllllwack 
district,  where  an  excellent  quality  of 
blue  trap,  eminently  suitable  for  road- 
making,  is  being  quarried  and  broken 
r<>  the  extent  of  175  cubic  yards  daily. 
The  entire  process  is  carried  out  on  a 
most  economical  and  efficient  system. 
The  quarried  rock  is  conveyed  in  dump 
ears  to  the  hreaker.«,  which  are  situ- 
ated on  the  top  of  a  bank,  and  thera 
It  is  crushed  and  the  sized  road  metal 
dropped  through  chutes  into  the  wait- 
ing oars  of  thp  B.  C.  Electric  company 
for    distribution    where    ni»dpd. 

The  government  road  needs  are  not 
the  only  ones  supiJlied  by  these  quar- 
ries, as  in  order  to  encourage  the  mun- 
icipalities in  tho  good  work  of  road 
making  the  department  supplies  nmni- 
cipal  enterprises  with  the  crushed  rock 
at  cost.  To  do  thl.s  economically  the 
public  works  department  has  estiib- 
lifih^d  bunkers  at  several  central 
♦points,  wlierpin  the  material  I.?  .stored 
ami  from  which  it  is  distributod  in 
wa^-ons   drawn   by    traction    en«;inee. 

The  old  Yale  road  at  Popcum,  which 
is  iDsing  brought  up  to  tho  .standard  of 
a  modern  trunk  road,  was  also  inspect- 
ed by  tho  deputy  minister,  several 
changoB  in  the  route  being  In  progres.s 
and  tiio  macadamised  portions  ap- 
proved. 

Incidentally  Mr.  Foster  sharSs  the 
optimism  of  the  farmers  and  fruit- 
grow-erfc  in  the  district.-?  he  visited,  aft- 
er seeing  the  magnificent  crops  that 
are  ripening.  He  found  everyone  look- 
ing for  still  greater  thin?fs.  and  In  the 
matter  of  good  road.«  for  the  farmer 
all  aro  a  unit  behind  the  minister  in 
his  plan.s.

The  minister  of  lands  has  given  par- 
ticular Instructions  that  the  surveyors 
are  to  immediately  report  all  areas  of 
land  now  under  timber  found  to  be  suit- 
able for  agricultural  or  grazing  pur- 
poses, and  steps  will  at  once  be  taken 
look'lng  towards  the  making  of  these 
areas    available    to    the    settler. 

When  the  survey  is  complete  the 
people  of  British  Columbia  will  possess 
a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  con- 
tent of  Its  natural  wealth  lying  above 
the  surface  of  the  ground  than  any 
other  Canadian  province.

established  is  not  regarded  as  a  safe 
plat;e  /or    young    Roman    Catholics. 

("ardinal  Logue's  remark  that  Trln- 
ty  oilcgp,  Dublin,  is  still  forbidden 
to  Roman  Catholics  ■  profoundly  sur- 
prises Irish  Protestants  and  pro- 
foundly disappoints  large  numbers  of 
Ihe  Roman  Catholic's  laity.  The  epis- 
copal ban  on  Dublin  university  was 
Imposed  m«ny  years  ago  as  a  protest 
agalnpt  the  absence  oT  university  pro" 
vision  for  Roman  Catholics.  The  Rot 
man  Catholic  church  tacitly  accepted 
the  National  uhher.lty  and  said  no 
word.  I'Jverjliody  assumed  that  with 
this  acceptance  the  epi.'jcopal  ban  on 
Trinity  college;  ceased  to  exist,  and 
within  the  last  few  years  many  Ro- 
man Catholics  have  entered  Trinity 
collcfce  a'nd  the  number  Is  increasing 
every  day.  Cardinal  Logue  now  teliw 
those  people  that  the  oh'  prohibition 
Is  still  In  full  working  order.  Irish 
Roman  Catholics  are  forbidden  to  t;o 
to  Trinity  college  and  Cardinal  Logue 
Implies  clearly  that  the  Nathmal  uni- 
versity is  full  of  dangers  for  them. 
In  other  words,  although  there  are 
DOW  tliree  universities  in  Ireland  tlie 
Roman  CnthoMc  youth  of  the  countrj- 
is  little,  if  at  all.  bettir  off  th.-in  when 
there  was  only  one.  The  Irish  univer- 
sity (|UPStlon  is  still  unsettled.  It 
will  never  be  settled  until  tiio  Roman 
CsthoUc  church  has  driven  a  coa/ch 
and  four  through  Mr.  BlrroU's  univer- 
sity iici  and,  in  Cardinal  Logue's 
words  of  last  yjar,  "tnade  the  Na- 
tional unlverslt.v  Catholic  In  spite  of 
the  Nonconformists  of  Kngland."  The 
political  Nationalists  are  much  u^pset 
by  Cardinal  Logue's  candor,  whlcyh, 
as  they  recognize,  may  seriously  «m- 
ixirrnss  their  relations  with  their 
Nonconformist  a!!!o»  In  parliament.

fnlUnorlty  representation  unless  It  is, 
based  on  election,  and  Is  accorded  to 
minorities  as  a  right  and  not  as  a  fa- 
vor; further,  it  is  doubted  whether 
the  provi.sion  for  the  use  of  the  block 
vote  in  the  multi-member  constituen- 
cies created  by  the  home  rule  bill  can 
stand.  This  system,  they  say,  will 
crush  minorities  instead  of  giving" 
them    representation. 

The  annual  synod  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  church  of  Ireland,  at 
Belfast,  Issued  a  protest  against  the 
home  rule  'bill,  which  It  states  is  not 
in  its  origin  a  spontaneous  and  pru- 
dently considered  effort  of  sane 
.statisrnan.ihlr>.  On  tht;  conirtiry,  thi^ 
bill  is  wrung  from  statesmen  who 
have  forfeited  all  right  to  respect 
themselves  by  taking  their  oirder^ 
from  known  enemies  of  the  Protes- 
tant reformation  and  of  the  Protes- 
tant liberties  of  the  British  empire. 
It  is  a  bill,  says  tiie  protest,  that  alms 
at  Romanliing  every  institution,  edu- 
Ciitional  or  other,  and  the  supremacy 
of  the  Romish  priesthood.  The  bill 
displays  singularly  callous  and  cyni- 
<-al  criminality  on  the  T>art  of  Its 
authors,  who  know  well  the  character 
of  the  party  to  whom  they  propose  t'oi 
give  virtually  supreme  power  in  Ire- 
land. The  synod  protested  with  spe- 
cial emphasis  against  the  utterly  un- 
chrlstlfln  disregard  by  Liberals  of  the 
interests  of  fellow  Protestants  In  Ire- 
land in  their  virtual  establishment 
.ind  endowment  of  Romanism  by  the 
state. 


RECIPROCITY  LAW 


Presldsat    Taft    Kay    TTrge    Xepeal

WASHINGTON.  D.  C,  July  24 — Presl- 
lient  Taft  has  Indicated  to  several 
western  senators,  who  were  active  op- 
ponents of  Canadian  reciprocity  that 
lie  would  favor  the  repeal  of  the  act. 
.Some  of  those  with  whom  the  .president 
lias  talked,  think  he  may  send  a.  mea- 
sage  to  congress  on  the  subject,  or  will 
stale  his  position  In  his  speech  of  ac- 
ceptance when  a  committee  of  the 
Chicago  convention  notifies  him  on 
.'Viigust  1st  of  his  nomination.  .Senate 
leaders  say  that  so  far  the  president 
has  had  nn  direct  comniUiiioa'lir.  with 
the  finance  committee  on  the  subject 
nor  sent  any  communication  to  the 
■nommlttee,  saying  he  favors,  the  re- 
peal. » 

Air.  Taft  will  not  withdraw  his  own 
support  of  Canadian  reciprocity  as  n 
principle,  it  Is  understood,  but  will 
take  the  position  that  the  United  States 
should  not  continue  an  offer  that  Can- 
ada refuses  to  accept.  The  reciprocity 
law  continues  In  effect  in  the  United 
States  notwlthstand'i^f'iStefCiinada's  re- 
fusar  to  feifmfl«»*-^t.  - 

Senators  McCumber;  Heyburn  and 
others  have  urged  a  repeal,  and  an 
amendment  was  put  on  the  steel  tariff 
hill    recently   passed   by   congress. 

It  is  asserted  among  western  senators 
that  If  any  tariff  measure  Is  passed  In 
Ihe  senate  this  week,  an  amendment 
will  also  be  Incorporated  for  the  repeal

THEISTIC   CHURCH 

K«T.  CftartM  Toysajr.  tha  Poaadar,  Mas 
Ui  XiondoB 


LONDON,  July  24.— Rev.  Charles 
■Voysey,  founder  of  the  Theistlc  church, 
is  dead  here  at  the  age  of  14. 

When  curate  of  8t.  Mark's  church, 
Whiteciiaptjl,  many  years  ago,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Voysey  created  a  great  sensation  by 
preaching  a  sermon  against  the  com- 
mon   theory    of    endless    punishment. 

Such  blasphemy,  as  it  was  then  con- 
sidered, was  not  allowed  to  go  by  with- 
out punishment,  with  the  result  that 
the  reverend  gentleman  was  expelled 
from  the  church.  He  then  became  a 
religious  reformer,  preaching  through- 
out England  his  Ideas  on  religion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Voysey  began  as  a  religious 
reformer  In  1865  by  the  publication  of 
a  sermon,  "Is  Every  Statement  of  the 
Bible  About  Our  Heavenly  Father 
Strictly  True?"  T.'^e  ultra  orthodox 
party  In  the  Anglican  church  prevailed 
ui'on  the  Archbishop  of  York  to  take 
legal  proceedings  and  after  a  struggle 
of  two  years  in  which  the  case  -was 
carried  to  the  Judicial  committee  of  the 
privy  council,  tho  Rev.  Mr.  Voysey  was 
deprived  of  his  living  and  ordered  to  pay 
costs.  He  gradually  founded  the  The- 
istlc church. 

A:  the  time  of  his  death  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Voysey  was  the  only  surviving 
founder  of  the  Cremation  Society  of

Sweden  as  Member  of  Triple 
Alliance' ■  Would  Greatly 
Strengthen  the  Position  of 
Southern  Neighbor 


BERLIN,  July  24. — Prominence  Is 
given  ia  the  current  number  of  The 
Grenzboten,  a  woU  known  review  of 
pulitloa,  literature  and  art,  edited  by 
HHrr  George  Cleinow,  to  an  LinslgntKl 
arUole  In  which  an  alliance  between 
Germany  and  Sweden  la  advocated.  The 
writer  refers  to  the  fact  that  the  most 
assiduous  efforts  of  tho  Russian  em- 
perors have  always  been  cilroeted  lo- 
werds  the  open  sea.  and  ho  states  that 
nothing  now  riMiiulns  for  Russia  but  an 
advance  towards  the  northweat,  "for 
which   she   is  apparently  preparing." 

He  remarks  that  In  January,  1912, 
Sven  Hcdln  publislied  the  pamphlet 
entitled,  "A  .N'ote  of  Warning,"  and 
that  in  April  last  Prfofessor  Pontus 
Fahlbeck,  of  Lund  university,  publish- 
ed another  entitled.  "Th«  Swedish  and 
the  Northern  Foreign  Policy."  In 
both,  he  says,  the  attempt  was  mode  to 
prove  chat  the  practically  completed 
Russiflcatlon  of  Finland  would  be 
meaningless  lif  the  object  w«re  not  to 
obtain  a  Russian  base  for  operations 
against   Sweden.     In  both  papoMfltS   it 


was  alsdcontendetf,  K?.  adUS^||j|B.-J'||lUB- 
sia  is  at  present  making  mlMtary  pre- 
parations which  Sweden  must  regard 
as  -a,  serious  menace.

and  England,  Sweden's  pride  would 
prevent  her  from  leaning  on  the  latter 
power.  The      traditional      friendship 

with  France  could  also  not  be  of  much 
.service,  owing  to  the  distance  separ- 
ating the  two  countries,  and  thus,  In 
his  opinion,  no  othtr  alliance  seom.H 
possible  than  that  with  Germany.  Nei- 
ther Sweden's  military  equipment  noi 
a  declaration  of  neutrality  would,  he 
contends,  avail  much  If  the  worst  hap- 
pened.

The  adTanta«ea  that  Oermaijy  would 
vain  In  time  of  war  from  the  Inclualon 
of  Bweden  In  the  triple  alliance  are 
acoordln*  to  The  Oren*>oten.  llratly, 
her  eaatern  frontier  would  be  reMeved, 
for  Bhould  a  Qerman-Swedleh-Ruaalan 
war  break  out,  there  would  certainly 
be  an  unparaliaied  rising  In  Finland; 
■econdly.  the  German  Baltic  fleet 
would  be  relieved,  at  leaet  to  a  certain 
extent,  and  the  NoVlh  aea  fleet  couee- 
quently  etrengthened.  If  Sweden  com- 
pelled Denmark,  unde^  pressure  of  a 
superior  military  force,  to  comply  with 
the  Baltic  declaration  Of  19a8,  that  1«, 
to  close  the  sound  and  the  belt  against 
non-Baltic  fleets.  That  th«  latter  meas- 
ure could  be  effected,  even  in  the 
face  of  a  superior  adversary,  with  the 
help  of  mines,  of  Swedish  and  Danish 
torpedo  boats,  and  of  older  German 
batleshlps  is  proved,  it  stated,  'by  the 
example  of  the  Dardanelles.  The 
third  adavantage,  the  review  continues, 
would  be  that  Germany  would  be  freed 
from  the  anxiety  of  being  confronted 
one  w.'.y  with  a  Ru.-jslan  Scandinavia, 
that  is,  with  a  Baltic  coast  for  the 
most  part  Russian,  and  with  the  ne- 
cessity of  reckoning  In  future  also 
in  the  northern  Atlantic  with  the 
fleets  of  the  two  great  powers,  instead 
of  one  as    heretofore.

The  writer  suggests  that  the  alli- 
ance between  Germany  and  Austrla- 
Hungarj'  might  well  bo  taken  as  a 
model,  for  U  leaves  ...■|j|.J(pl|t.,  ally  the 
greaTwit  'pdi^aibld  'ty6UUMg..|||iU  Uti'afBieB 
each  to  depend  on  the  flftellty  of  the 
.other.  He  admits  that  the  Swedish 
nature  is  such  that  Sweden  could  not 
possibly  be  Incorporated  In  Germany, 
but  he  contends  that  the  Swedes  must 
bo  saved  from  a  fate  that  would  be 
more  bitter  and  more  deplorable  than 
that  of  the  brave  but  unproductive 
Boor.^.      In    conclusion,    he    says: 

"The  policy  of  the  future  will  be 
'Welt-poUtlk,'  worlds  will  make  war 
on  each  other  loudly  and  quietly,  there 
wiil  be  bloody  wars  and  peaceable  con- 
flicts, worlds  must  combine  against 
the      common         enemy.  Germanism, 

which  is  comparatively  weak,  nur<ieri- 
cally  and  otherwise.  Is  being  assanJted 
from  all  sides  and  with  superior  forces. 
The  German  empire  will,  however,  not 
fulfil  Its  world-historical  vocation  un- 
til it  becomes  the  innermost  kernel, 
and  the  main  force  pf  all  that  is  Ger- 
manic. The  first  step  would  be  taken 
If  It  does  not  disregard  the  hand  now- 
held  out  to  it  by  the  furthest  outpost 
In   the  northeast."

fences, practically  unescapable  by  even 
the  best  and  quickest  of  workers.  Also 
some  factories  further  imposed  upon 
their  women  staff  by  compelling  tht-m 
to  purchase  their  midday  moal  on  the 
factory  premises,  deducting  the  sum 
from  their  meagre  wages,  irrespective 
of   whether   they   had   the   meals  or  not. 

The  production  of  Dr.  Richard 
Strauss's  latest  creation,  "Ariadne  at 
Naxos,"  at  Atuttgart  in  October  will 
be  the  occasion  of  an  elaborate 
"Strauss  Festival,"  during  which  all 
his  works  are  to  bo  produced,  with 
himself  in  the  conductor's  chair.

The  Social-Democrats  of 
Reichenhall  gave  notice  to  the  master 
baker.s""  that  they  were  not  to  employ 
non-union  men,  and,  In  conscqu-ence, 
one  employer  was  reluctantly  obliged 
to  dismiss  an  elderly  baker  who  re- 
fused point  blank  to  Join  the  union.- 
The  man  found  himself  and  his  family 
deprived  of  the  means  of  livelihood, 
and  unable,  on  account  of  his  prin- 
ciples, to  get  another  job  in  the  town. 
He  therefore  sued  the  bakers'  union 
for  damages,  and  has  won  his  case.  The 
court  ord-ered  the  union  to  Idemnlfy 
him  for  his  losses,  and  pay  him  $7  for 
each  week's  unemployment.  a  ruling 
which  will  lead  them  to  considerable 
expense  If  they  persist  in  prev-enting 
non-union  men  from  getting  employ- 
ment.

According  to  news  lirought  by  the 
stPftmer  Maram.T.  of  thr<  Canadian  Aus- 
tralian line,  which  arrived  Tuesday 
from  AustrHlia,  much  interest  is  being 
displayed  in  the  prospect  of  recipro- 
city betwern  the  Commonwealth  and 
Cana<lo.  The  Sydney  chamber  of  com- 
iiiorre  is  seeking  to  expeditp  an  agree- 
ment. The  .Sydney  .Morning  Herald 
sajs;  "The  Sydney  rhamber  of  com- 
merce Is,  as  a  result  of  refresenlatlons 
niado  by  .Vustralian  merch.-ints.  Inter- 
ested in  trade  between  Canada  and  the 
C-)mmonwe«lth.  to  approach  the  fed- 
eral government  with  the  view  of  ex- 
p-'dltlng  the  eslabllsbment  of  the  recl- 
prooity  treaty  between  the  two  roun- 
tries,  which  lias  been  proposed  for 
some  time.  Mr.  G.  1'-.  l'"oster,  the  min- 
ister of  trade  and  commerce  in  the 
Canadian  govcrnm:'nt,  was  to  have  vl.>- 
it<»(l  Australia  with  the  view  of  set- 
tling the  details  of  such  a  treat.v',  but 
he  la  now  In  London,  and  it  seems  un- 
likely that  .iny  personal  negotiations 
will  he  possible  for  some  time.  In 
these  cirrumstances.  the  chamber  of 
lommerre  xvill  be  wise  In  urging  that. 
If  there  Is  to  be  any  reidprocal  ad- 
justment in  ihe  respectlvi5  tariffs  of 
the  tw.i  countries,  it  sho\:ld  be  made 
na  soon  as  possible,  so  thai  any  nd- 
vantnge  to  accrue  from  It  may  be  re- 
ail/ed  early.  The  government  Is  cred- 
ited with  the  desire  to  bring  the  mat- 
ter to  fruition  in  the  course  of  the 
present  session.  An  _  expression  of 
oplni'On  6n  the  part  of  representatives 
of  the  most  important  business  com- 
munity of  the  Commonwealth  may  as- 
sist In  this.  We  have  never  concealed 
our  belief  In  the  abolition  of  all  bar- 
riers to  the  free  Interchange  of  com- 
merce In  the  Interests  of  the  great 
maep  of  the  community.  But  It  would 
be  folly  to  pretend,  whilst  proclaiming 
our  fliicel  faith,  that  we  arc  not  liv- 
ing, and  are  not  lIKely  to  live  for  eomo 
time,  under  a  ey-item  of  protection, 
with  all  the  econamlc  consequences 
that  fojlo^  from  It.

As  the  total- !««- 
porlation  of  butter  into  Canada  for 
ISII  was  only  £65.000  worth,  It  will 
be  seen  that  Australian  merchants 
would  have  had  an  opportunity  of  se- 
curing a  fair  share  of  this  large  In- 
crease if  the  conditions  as  between 
New  Zealand  and  the  Commonwealth 
had  been  equal.  The.  Dominion  also 
cii.jo\s  a  preference  nf  n  half-penny  in 
the  pound,  or  u'.\  1-3  j>er  cent.,  on 
frozen  meat;  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
on  onions;  T'-j  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
on  dried  fruits,  and  slnillar  advantages 
in  regard  to  other  articles,  in  all  of 
which  Australians  may  be  expected  lo 
do  a  profitable  trade  If  they  receive 
etiual  concessions.  It  is  apparently 
pro]X)sed  that  the  preference  shall  not 
cover  the  whole  of  the  articles  Im- 
ported, as  in  the  c«se  of  New  Zealand, 
but  shall  be  granted  in  respect  of  those 
artide.s  In  which  iiii"-t  InHle  Is  done. 
such  as,  on  the  Canadian  side,  agri- 
cultural implemcnis,  fish,  boots  and 
shoes,  paper,  motor  cars,  furniture, 
leather,  and  organs;  and,  on  the  Aus- 
tralian sifU.  food  .  pmduct.s,  wo-ol,  .  and 
hides.  It  is  a  matter  for  consideration 
whether  tlio  simpler  plan  would  not  be 
to  make  the  reciprocity  cover  the 
whole  tariff.  Hut  the  Canadians  seem 
to  fav.jr  the  more  restricted  arrange- 
ment, and.  in  any  case,  this  would  bo 
framed  to  meet  the  immediate  needs, 
and  couhl  be  altered  to  meet  future  re- 
quirements. The  question  of  the  re- 
newal of  til"  subsidy  to  the  Canadlan- 
Australlan  line  will  doubtless  again  be 
raised  In  connection  with  this  matter, 
but  the  federal  government  is  unques- 
tionably wine  In  deferrinsr  a  decision 
upon  It  till  the  reciprocity  treaty  with 
Canada    is   concluded."
